After 
considering the objections and suggestions received on the draft proposals and 
after consulting the Minimum Wages Advisory Board , Government have now 
decided to fix minimum wages to the workers employed in Hosiery Manu 
factory with effect from 28-2-1985 . 

The notification is intended to achieve the above object. 
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
